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Reprisals Question 


The British Medical Journal would not 
without the strongest evidence lay a charge 
that the Nazis are using explosive and 
poisonous bullets. The possible conse- 
quences are too serious for any responsible 
publication, and particularly a scientific 
publication, to make such an accusation 
except as an exprersion of proven fact. 

That a Canadian airman was the vic- 
tim of a missile of this kind, and that 
cartridges of the type were found in a 
crashed Nazi plane must be accepted as 
true, however unwilling civilized people 
may be to believe even Nazis capable of 
stooping to the level of savages using 
poisoned arrows. 

The instinctive reaction is that the 
Allies should retaliate in kind, and do so on 
a scale of disciplinary proportions. But it 
will be better to hear what the military 
men have to say on the subject before a 
popular clamor for reprisals is started. 
They are better able than others to judge 
whether there would be military advantage 
in giving the enemy his own “medicine”. 
And military advantage is the object we 
have to keep in mind, regardless of other 
questions. ,

Don’t Waste Coal 


Though the shortage of miners has 
been reduced from 300 to 150, the Alberta 
mines are still under-staffed to a degree 
which seems to offer little prospect of do- 
ing more than keeping up with current 
demand. Mine operators say they are fill- 
ing orders placed last August, and are now 
taking orders for delivery next April. 

Self-rationing can do a good deal in 
such circumstances to make the supplies 
go around, and for this the uncertainty 
about getting another load will be a suf- 
ficient inducement to most house-holders. 
Heating more rooms than necessary is 
wasteful and dangerous in these condi- 
tions. 

Edmonton people are also warned that 
they had better keep down the use of elec- 
tric current, or the service may have to be 
curtailed. Turning on unneeded lights is 
the most common way of wasting “juice”. 
It takes a lot of coal to keep 10,000 un- 
necessary lights glowing, and there are 
probably more than that many glowing in 
Edmonton every ordinary evening. 

A coal famine in and around Edmonton 
is almost unthinkable. But the mines in 
this locality are depended upon by people 
living in districts where no other fuel is 
available. It is the part of good citizen- 
ship to do nothing that will make it harder 
for the mines to keep them supplied.

Two Traps 

The Japanese may not be quite so fat- 
alistic in their fatalism as they are sup- 
posed to be. To die for the glory of the war 
lords may not be the fate they covet above 
all others. Perhaps even the Nipponese 
soldier would rather go on living than be 
killed for the sake of the boss plunderers 
who have no notion of dying on their own 
account. 

But in New Guinea and in Guadalcanal 
the beleaguered Jap garrisons are acting 
as though they prefer death to capitula- 
tion. In both islands they are marooned, 
with little chance of reinforcement or 
evacuation. They must be short of sup- 
plies. But they are fighting as though they 
intended to fight to the end. 

On the other side of the world German 
troops are also cornered, in northern 
Tunisia. They too are fighting, as fiercely 
and somewhat more successfully than the 
Japanese island garrisons, That the battle 
will go against them they must know to be 
altogether probable, and that in defeat 
they will have little chance to escape. But 
the record shows that when the situation 
becomes hopeless, Nazi soldiers are very 
likely to surrender rather than die to no 
purpose, 

So far as present appearances go, the 
war against the Japanese will have to be 
one of extermination, carried on until they 
are physically incapable of further resist- 
ance, There is no reason to suppose the 
Germans will fight—in Tunisia or else- 
where—beyond the time when they see 
that their cause is lost. As for the Italians, 
they would quit now if they could.

Rome Next? 


Genoa having been knocked out, Naples 
became the chief supply port for the Axis 
troops in North Africa, Allied bombers ac- 
cordingly paid it a daylight visit, blasting 
docks, railway yards, warehoures—and a 
battleship and two cruisers which had lin- 
gered in the harbor while other Mussolini 
craft scooted for the Adriatic. 

The bombers were of the Liberator 
type and they belonged to the Middle East 
command, not the air forces in Tunisia and 
Algeria. Even Benito will not be able to 
hide the significance of this from informed 
Italians, nor from himself! The rout of 
Rommel’s army and the capture of the 
ports along the Libyan coast have brought 
southern Italy as close to Allied bases 
there as northern Italy is to airfields in 
Britain, 

Italy is therefore a target for bombing 
from three directions. There is not a city 
nor a port in the peninsula which does not 
lie within range from one Allied territorial 
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base or another. Most of the country is 
reachable from two basal areas, and Rome 
from all three. Signor Gayda will have to 
talk fast to keep Italians from seeing what 
further punishment Il Duce has let them in 
for. 

They will get no comfort vither from 
the official statement at London that Rome 
enjoys no promise of immunity. Mussolini 
threw away its security when he sent his 
airmen to bomb the suburbs of Cairo 
months ago. The city has been spared thus 
far, probably because of its historic ruins 
and the off-chance that a bomb might by 
accident fall within Vatican City. 

The hammering given to Naples the 
beautiful is a warning that neither of these 
considerations can be depended upon for 
future exemption if the capital is used as 
an important centre for the making of 
munitions or its port for the shipping of 
supplies to Africa.

In the face of all this, however, 
evidence is accumulating that the 
United Nations’ leadership recog- 
nizes a possibility, no matter how 
remote, of an early victory in 
Europe and intends to exploit that 
hope to the full.

Even if Germany succumbed to 
internal collapse, which is now 
regarded as possible for the first 
time in the war, it would be no 
sudden affair. Remember that in 
the last war, Germany was crum- 
bling for more than a year before 
the army finally revolted. 

I have been asked several times 
to make a prognostication about 
the war's end. That is merely 
silly because no one can do 
more than guess. But I won't be 
a piker. And if anyone wants to 
hear my guess, here it is: 

Barring miracles and under ail 
favorable circumstances, the war 
won't end until October 1944, 

Take it or leave it. T don't feel 
particularly confident about it my- 
self. 


Early Victory 


of early victory, of 
course, must be based on the ex- 
pectation that Nazi Germany can 
first be greatly weakened by the 
defection of her allies. 

The growing Russian offensive 
to the west and northwest of Mos- 
cow could be aimed, partially, at 
encouraging Finland to make a 
separate peace. Certainly, the 
Finns are not content in their 
present situation. They have 
already regained the territory lost 
to Russia, which was their only in- 
tention in taking up arms. 

Quite clearly, they fear the Ger- 
man alliance fully as much as they 
feared the Russian threat. 

Nor are the Rumanians and Hun- 
garians happy in their present posi- 
tion They have contributed heavily 
to the war, the Rumanians having 
some twenty divisions in the field 
with the Nazis and the Hungarians 
at least eight. 

What would happen in these 
countries if Finland and_ Italy 
should sue for a separate peace is 
problematical.

The first is that the American 
censor is unable to prevent ex- 
pressions of American opinion 
from reaching the whole world, 
for there are too many chanrels 
open through neutral countries, 


American newspapers and publica- 


tions, for example, are flown reg- 
ularly to Argentine. There they 
are read by correspondents and 


officials of all countries, including 
those of our country. Excerpts 
from them are cabled to Berlin as 
well as to London 

But if an expression of Ameri- 
;can opinion reaches London by 
this route, it becomes clear to the 
London press that the American 
government is suppressing it, and 
the expression therefore takes on 
a far more profound significance 
than it would otherwise have, as a 
mere personal and private opin‘on, 

Furthermore, we give the Gere 
man propaganda the opportunity 
to inform British public opinion of 
American public opinion, and to 
inform the British in a disto-ted 
manner, lifting a sentence here 
and a sentence there and making 
their own comment on it. 

And in such cases the author has 
no chance even to clarify his means 
ing, or deny the distortions, be- 
cause he is himself in the dark. 
Nor does the American censor do 
| the author the courtesy of inform- 
jing him that such and such an 
article is prevented from being 
transmitted. He therefore does not 
know which of his writings is 
being published and which not; he 
does not know the reasons for the 
objections; and his own mind is 
therefore confused

the people of the United States.
